' a certainty Canada will not bold lightly 
not wUl bU^ aarrender loosely privileges 
ot tbe ebbrinous advantage of which ahe 
I^fally-consoions. ■ lo other words, she 
baa:no notion of permitting the subjects 
'of'tiio XJuited State?, equally with her 
0W9 B^bj^clB, to eojoy the right 
bren^a^iDg "in "he^.jDlhdr^o "fiBherieB 
or 'toase her inogniflcent and costly 
canal »y8tem-< without a quid pro 
quo. If ,tbe, /United States wants 
these ii|b^ mast .be williqg to concede 
equivalent advantages to Canada. 
Nor is there the Bllgbteit reason to appre- 
hsod ibaltbe Imperiel Oovornment will ven- 
tnce to naa' these privilegee as a eel nfl to 
»o-callad Alabama or any other cloimrt, real 
or imagioory, — baiter away so valuiible a 
Canadian biithriglit for a mesH of American 
pottage. Adraiited Canada will esuct, and 
very properly so too, cqaivalent advaciages 
inexohango tor these, what bas tho United 
States to gi»e ? She cannot compeDeate 
Canada in kind, lor wehave no desire tofisb 
in her waters or to use ber caoaU, Eveo 
her bal(=aiile of Saolt tit. Marie Oaoal, 
abouf which she made so maob (ass last 
year, Oanada will be independent of, hav- 
io(j determined to oonstroct a' Tory much 
better one of her own. It it perfecliy clear, 
then, that Conadi must receive a quid jiro 
quo, and (bat she most have it in soiue oiQct 
form than co^Bah and oaoali.. Tbe only reu- 
Bolirible ooncln»ibn is that a' reciprocity troaiy 
will be negotiated which will proviJe for ihe 
free Interchange of tho natural prcduotiuna ot 
the two counirie?, and thnt it will be fco 
balanoed aa to crmppnsiiii) Cimrula for any 
eiCBpiional marine concessions she inny make.
